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PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  standpoint. 
New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation.  Fewer  acres 
were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  substantially  reduced  and 
damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a  minimum.  The  record  resulted 
from  a  combination  of  favorable  weather  conditions,  an  alert 
warden  service  and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note: 

58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by  care- 
less smokers  and  debris  burners. 

10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent  minded  in- 
dividuals and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  supervise  children  and 
keep  matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually  cause  these  unnecessary 
fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  extinguish  and  cause  extensive  dam- 
age. The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radically 
change  this  picture.  The  rules  are  simple — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest 
fire  warden — the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes  from 
moving  vehicles — use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home — Use  your  town  dump  and  save  your- 
self much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and  financial.

The  new  Strafford  Elementary  School  is  nearing  completion  and 
should  take  care  of  the  community's  housing  problem  for  some 
time.  A  true  memorial  that  will  benefit  our  posterity. 

A  21-inch  General  Electric  TV  set  has  been  purchased  for  the 
district.  This  media  will  be  used  to  supplement  and  enrich  the 
present  curriculum.  WENH-TV,  Channel  2,  is  currently  present- 
ing programs  in  social  studies,  mathematics,  science  and  foreign 
languages.  It  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  used  temporarily  at  the 
Bow  Lake  School. 

The  staffing  of  our  schools  with  well  trained  and  adequately 
prepared  teachers  is  still  a  critical  problem.  A  continued  shortage 
of  teachers  in  all  areas  of  instruction  and  the  demand  for  additional 
teachers  is  an  acute  situation  in  New  Hampshire.  A  poll  taken  re- 
cently at  the  Southeastern  Superintendents'  meeting  indicated 
that  there  will  be  needed  131  additional  teachers  in  this  area  next 
year.  Consequently,  the  community  should  exercise  every  financial 
effort  to  retain  their  better  and  experienced  teachers. 

In  our  American  Democracy,  the  education  of  our  children  and 
the  financial  support  of  our  schools  is  largely  the  responsibility  of 
the  local  community,  however,  few  people  realize  the  scope  of  this 
expenditure  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  44,  which  includes  your 
community.

The  (Tax)  Commission 
may  cause  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the  accounts  of  any  city, 
town,  school  district,  village  district  or  precinct,  as  often  as 
once  in  two  years,  or  whenever  conditions  appear  to  it  to

This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1959,  and  the 
Building  Fund  account  for  the  period  from  April  22nd,  1959  to 
November  20th,  1959.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  past  year,  as  part  of  the  school  health  service,  all 
the  pupils  in  the  schools  have  had  health  inspections,  which  in- 
clude height,  weight,  vision,  teeth  and  tonsils.  Whenever  defects 
were  found  the  parents  were  informed  either  by  a  house  call  or  a 
letter.  Parents  have  been  very  cooperative  in  having  these  corrected. 

A  health  questionnaire  was  sent  out  to  all  parents  in  order  to 
bring  the  health  records  up  to  date,  so  that  as  complete  a  record 
as  possible  can  be  kept  on  each  child. 

In  May  a  well  attended  Pre-school  Clinic  was  held.  These  are 
valuable  in  order  that  parents  may  have  the  opportunity  to  have 
any  defects  noted  corrected  before  school  begins  in  the  Fall. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Martineau, 
the  School  Board,  the  teachers  and  parents  for  their  helpfulness 
during  the  past  year.
